which he had been fearfully alashed about 
the head and neck.

ARE~ THEY ELIGIBLE ? 
An Interesting Point Being Raised on Sev- 


Washington, August 14.—(Special.)—The 


Senators Allison, of Iowa; Jones, of Ne- 
vada, and Congressman McCreary, of 
Kentucky, to serve as members of the 
international monetary conference. 

Section 6, of article 1, of the constitution 


reads as follows: 

No senator or representative shall, during 
the term for which he was elected, be appoint- 
ed to any civil office under the authority of 
the United States which shall have deen 
created or the emoluments whereof shall have 
been increased during such term, and no per- 
son holding any pffice under the United 
States shall be a member of either house dur- 


ing his continuance in office. 
Opinion is divided in the matter. Sen- 


ator Kirkwood, of Iowa, was sent to con- 
gress to serve from March 4, 1877, to 
March 4, 1883. The bill providing for the 
creation of the tariff commission was 
passed after Kirkwood resigned his seat 
to accept a cabinet office under President 
Garfield, which ‘position he also resigned 
when President~ Arthur assumed office. 
He returned to Iowa a private citizen, 
and was selected as a member of the 
tariff commission, but was found to be 
ineligible because he had been a member 
of the congress which created it, altlough 
not in congress when the ineasure was 
enacted. 
_. Senator Vest’s Opinion. 

Senator Vest has been intimately ac- 
quainted with Judge Gresham for many 
years, and, despite their political opposi- 
tion, the warmest friendship exists be- 
tween them. In response to a question, 
whether he thought Judge Gresham would 
take the stump for the third party, 
Senator Vest replied, emphatically, that 
he did not. He said, while Gresham dis- 
liked Harrison, he would stick to the re- 
publican party. About election prospects, 
he remarked: “As to Cleveland’s pros- 
pects. at the present time, I think they 
are most encouraging for his election. He 
will carry, in the west, such democratic 
states as my own, and has more than a 
fighting chance for Mlinois, Iowa, Wis- 
ccpsin and a majority of the cngies- 
sional districts in Michigan.”

THE SITUATION AT -HOMESTEAD: 


An Appeal for Aid irom the Men—It W 
a Quiet Day Among the 
S‘rikers. 


Buffalo, August 14.—There is no further 
disguising the fact that the strike of the 
Erie and Lehigh Valley switchmen is a 
serious matter. Riot and incendiarism 
mark its tidal wave. 

Things began to put on a more serious 
aspect this morning, when a series of in- 
cendiary fires broke out simultaneously 
in the Lehigh Valley yards. Eighteen or 
twenty freight cars, filled with wool, cot- 
ton, hay and various other merchandise, 


two passenger coaches and two watch- | 


men's houses were burned. The fires 0c- 
curred at places where tlie firemen could 
not successfully stay the flames on ac 
count of the absence of water, and, be- 
sides, of the difficulty of access to the 
fires. 


A water tank adjacent to a coal trestle

The first intimation of anything wrong 
was when the coal cars were set loose and 
demolished the water tank. Then the 
fires broke out simultaneously. The po- 
lice officers were unable to find any 
suspicious characters in the yards. 

That, briefly, is what had happened up 
to daylight this Morning, but that 

Was Only the Beginning. 

Strikers or their sympathizers have 
pulled pins, turned switches and driven 
off screws. Three men are at the hospital 
badly hurt. One man was assaulted at 8 
o'clock this morning, two others at 11 
o’clock and another at 3 o'clock this after - 
noon. 

One of the most cowardly things done 
was the throwing of swifthes under pas’ 
senger train No. 17, at William street, at 


7:30 o'clock tonight. Two passenger 


coaches were tlirown from the track, but 
the conductor does not think anybody was 
hurt, though many were badly frightened. 
Fifty men boarded passenger train No. 3 
at 11 o’clock this morning and molested 
the employes, driving them off. The crew 
finally succeeded in getting the train to 
the station. 

The mob.took possession of the Seneca 
street switch three or four times during 
the day, and drove off the signal men. 
In the Lehigh yards, at Cheektowaga, 
tonight the scenes of last night were re- 
peated. + <i 
New Men Coming, 

It is plainly intimated by the Erie officials 
that workmen from the east have been en- 
gaged in takipg the places of the strikers. 
Three stalwart policemen were stationed 
at the landing and in the hallway leading 
to the offices of Superintendent Brernan to- 
day. The strikers say they are determined 
to win the fight, and they assert that the 
roads are losing heavily by not having men 
to perform the work of the strikers. They 
say the Erie is thoroughly demoralized. on 
account of the strike, end that every side- 
track on the Buffalo division is completely 
blocked. 

Two trains of freight cars standing on the 
sidings of Cheektowaga, the railroad suburb 
of Buffalo, were burned tonight. The Le 
high has called on the sheriff for protec- 
tion. He sent six deputies to the scene, 
and will swear in fifty more tomorrow 
morning. The police have yards in seven 
out of the eleven precincts in the city to 
guard, and all the reserves are called out. 
A man arrested today for assault has been 
charged with rioting. 

Fires in the Yards. 

Later.—At 1 o’clock fire has broken out 
in three places in the Lehigh yards again 
simultaneously. The fire department seems

New York .express No. 1 (Erie) is held 
two miles out because it cannot pass. New 
Yo.k express No. 4 has not been sent out 
for the same reason. 

Word has just been received that a train 
of forty-two cars on Erie road, filled 
with fine merchandise, a mile east of Wil- 
liam street, is now burning fiercely, with 
no protection. At the same time the switch- 
lights on the Erie between Smith street 
and the Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania target were stolen. It is impossible 
to tell how the switches are set. 

It Is Growing. 

Elmira, N. T., August 14.—The strike of 
switchmen inaugurated at Buffalo has ex- 
tended to Waverly and Sayre on the Le 
high, and all the freight traffic on that line 
is at a standstill.

Homestead, ‘August 14—A drunken citi- 
zen named Samuel Rogers, attempted to 
pass the guard on sentry duty today. The

and was on provost guard duty. Rogers 
came. up and wanted to pass into the lines. 
He was challenged, but, disregarding the 
notification, tried to pass on. The sentry 
immediately shoved his bayonet 
into the leg of the man, who fell to the 
ground. He received a painful, but not 
serious, injiry. He was arrested and taken 
to camp. The affair created much excite 
ment as Rogers is a striker. 
The Situation at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, August 14.—Today has been 
the quietest Sunday Pittsburg has known 
since the beginning of the labor trouble. 
The strikers of the Thirty-third street 
mills will hold a meeting tomorrow to de- 
cide what shall be done for the relief of 
those in need. 

The conference between the Amalgamated 
ASsociation and the executive council of the 
American Federation has ended. Presi- 
dent Gompers and others of the federation 
have gone east. Before their departure the 
conference issued a statement to the

About three months ago he was called 
upon to tender an account of a certain sum 
he had been keeping for several years, and, 
being unable to raise the amount, he 
skipped out and the last heard of him was 
in New Orleans, and it was reported he 
took passage on a vessel for some South 
American port. 

The week before leaving ho came to 
Annis and bought a large quantity of 
jewelry, including one very valuable dia- 
mond, from Doering & Robinson.

The convicts at Oliver Springs, where 
there are no troops, may be released at 
any time. It is simply a question with 
the miners whether they determine to re- 
lease them or not, and the public believe 
they will. 

The situation at Coal Creek. uns been 
much strained for the last fifteen days, 
owing to the increase in the force of 
militia there, The leading miners saw 
that, unless something was done, there 
was danger of bloodshed. A committee 
was sent to Nashville with a petition to 
Governor Buchanan to withdraw the 


troops The committee was Lefore the 


governor when the news came of the 
trouble at Tracy City. 

The militia has come to be as a red rag 
in the face of a mad bull. The miners 
swear to exterminate them. On the other 
hand, the militia is armed and ready to 
shoot to kill in case of an attack. Much 
anxiety is felt here about Coal Creek 
and Oliver Springs. Whether the leaders 
can control the men or not remains to be 
seen. The local military “companies are 
under arms, by command of the colonel, 
awaiting instructions from Nushville. 

Labor troubles here have never been in 
so alarming condition as now. An attack 
is expected at any moment. The au- 
thorities have greatly fortified their camp, 
and have used the utmost vigilance to 
“guard against an unexpected attack. One 
reason for.fearing an attack is ‘that the 
labor unions all over this section are bet- 
ter organized now, and are urging the 
men who sympathize with labor to with- 
draw from the militia. This is having the 
effect of keeping some men from volun- 
teering, though there have been few, if 
any, desertions. But this action of the 
labor union encourages the miners to be- 
lieve that they will be supported, and that 
the state cannot materially increase its 
force if it should become necessary. 

May Abandon the Lease. " 

Nashville, Tenn., August 14.—The 400 
convicts employed at Tracy City reached 
this city last night, and are now safe in 
the penifentiary. What the authorities 
or lessees will do ts not known, but there 
is a probability that the lessees of con- 
victs will abandon the lease. 

A committee of miners from Coal City 
called on Governor Buchanan today, and 
asked to have the troops removed. He 
took the request under advisement. It is 
expected in many quarters that another 
uprising will be the result.

After noting the difference in the rendering 
of this prayer in the King James version and 
the revised version of the scriptures, the lat- 
ter of which reads: Forgive us our debts 
as we have forgiven our debtors,” Mr. Wil- 
Uamson said this was not the prayer Christ 
prayed, but the prayer that He gave teaching 
Ifizs chiltren Low to pray. After an analysis 


of the prayer, Mr. Williamson spoke of its 


great simplicity, and. of how the gospel ought 
always to be presented in the simplest way, 
because it Is the truth that saves man. Then 
he told of the Compreheusiveness of this pray- 
er, and of how great a subject for deep study 
it is; but the special text for the day was: 
“Thy kingdom come, Thy will be done.“ We 
often get the form of worus witheut the 
depths of their raeauing, the preacher said: 
even the disciples did not know the meaning 
of these words for many years. They had to 
be taught many things. Peter had to learn 
that the kingdom was to be universal, and 
I’aul had to learn that the Gentiles also were 
to be saved. 

Mr. Williamson then explained that there is 
much distinction between the merely visible 
church and the true kingdom of God. He gave 
many Bible truths explanatory of the real 
kingdom, proving that it is indeed the reign of 
righteousness in the hearts of men. 

e spoke of how often and how sad it is 
that people just join the church,” aye, even

The petition then goes on to show that 
a carioad of school books will weigh 
about thirty-six thousand pounds, netting 
the railroads, at 50 cents a hundred, $180; 
that this is the present west- bound car- 
load rates from New York to Chicago, a 
distance of 1,000 miles, while the present 
rate from New York to Atlanta, a dis 
tance of only 800 miles, is $1.14 a hun- 
Gred, or $410.40 a carload.

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THE SOUL. 
A Sermon Which Is Attracting Wide 
Attention. 


DELIVERED BY THE DEAN OF ST. LUKE’, 


Bev. R. 8. Barrett Presents Interest- 
ing Reflections on the Immortal 
Part of Man. 


A sermon which Rev. Robert S. Barrett, 
dean of St. Luke’s ‘cathedral, preached on 
“The Soul” at the last diocesan conven- 


tion has attracted wide attention in this. 


country and England. The sermon shows 
profound thought and contains ideas which 
have set the greatest theologians to think- 
ing on new lines. The discourse was first 
outlined in Dr. Barrett’s mind during a 
serious illness in London last year, when, 
as he remarks, “I realized that I might be 
called any day to solve for myself the 
problems and mysteries of the sou 15 

A belief in the existence of a soul is the 
logical beginning of religion, says Dr. Bar- 
rett in this sermon. Doubt is the soul's 
shadow. “I know that I doubt. I know 
that it is myself that doubts. This self 1 
call soul. 

“Moreover, in doubting, I am directly 
conscious of myself or soul. Mr. Herbert 
Speucer says as much. He uses this ex- 
ression’ (First Principles,’ page 69), 
The personality of which cach is conscious, 
and of which the existence is to each a fact 
beyond all others the most certain.’ 

‘Again he says in another place: ‘Belief 
fn the reality of self is, indeed, a belief 
which no hypothesis enables us to escape.’ 

“We have, then, arrived at one article 
of positive religious belief, based, as all 
belief ought to be, on reason—I have a 


soul. 

“What do I know about the soul? Not 
everything; that is certain. But that 
should not disturb us. We do not know 
everything about anything. ; 

“Mr. Spencer also says, speaking of ulti- 
mate scientific ideas: ‘He (the man of 
science) realizes with special vividness the 
utter incomprehensibleness ef the simplest 
Fact cousidered im itself. He, more than 
avy other, truly knows that in its ultimate 
essence nothing can be known.’ 

“But though ‘we may not know the soul, 
or anything else, in its ultimate essence, 
we may know quite * for all prac- 
tical purposes. We may Know the soul's 
phenomena. We may become acquainted 
with its activities. 

“Yet we must draw a sharp distinction 
between the soul and its activities, The 
soul is not a series of sensations, percep- 
tions and thoughts. But the soul is that 
which has these perceptions, sensations and 
thoughts: These sensations and thoughts 
are mine, not me. The soul is ‘never itself 
a state of consciousness, but that ‘which 
holds states of consciousness together’ 
(Herbert Spencer). The soul is the silken 
cord which holds together the pearls and 
binds them into a single chain. The soul 
is the principle of continuity running 
through my states of consciousness binding 
them into unity. Without a permanent 
soul there could be no self-conscious mem- 
ory. John Stuart Mill saw this clearly. 
He said: The mind might be regarded m 
a mere series of feelings, were it 
not for memory.’ 

The mind is not the brain. Even the 
materialist, Alexander Bain, feels the diffi- 
culty, ta use his own words, of storing u 
in three pounds weight of albuminous an 
fhtty tissue all of our acquired knowledge.’ 
Well may he say so. nk of it! The 
contents of memory. How varied. How 
multitudinous. Shakespeare’s versatility; 
Emanuel Kant's long-sustained metaphys- 
ical speculations; Isaac Newton’s mathe- 
maties; Dante's visions; Raphael’s Madon- 
nas; Handel's Messiah!
